JOURNAL 
OF THE 

House of Representatives. 

OF THE 

General Assembly of the Alabama 
Territory. 

BEGUN and held in the Town of 
St. Stephens, in said Territory, on 
the nineteenth day of January, in 
the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and eighteen; pursu¬ 
ant to the Proclamation of his Ex- 
cel'y. Wm. W. Bibb , Governor of the 
aforesaid Territory of Alabama in 
conformity to the act of Congress 
of the United States, passed on the 
third day of March, one thousand 
eight hundred and seventeen, enti¬ 
tled "An act to establish a separate 
Territorial Government, for the Eas¬ 
tern part of the Mississippi Territo¬ 
ry;" it being the day appointed by 
the aforesaid Proclamation for the 
meeting of the Legislature of the 
Alabama Territory , the following 
members of the House of Represen¬ 
tatives appeared, produced their ne¬ 
cessary credentials and took their 
feats, to wit: 
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From the County of Washington— 
Messrs. A. S. Lipscomb and John F. 
Everitt. 

From the County of Madison- 
Messrs Gabriel Moore, Flugh Me 
Vay, John W. Walker, and Cle¬ 
ment C. Clay. 

From the County of Clarke- Mes¬ 
srs. John McGrew, and Neil Smith. 
From the County of Baldwin- 
Mr. Flenry B. Slade, 

From the County of Mobile- Mr. 
Alvan Robinshow. 

And a quorum conflicting of a ma¬ 
jority of the whole number of mem¬ 
bers being present, the house pro¬ 
ceeded to the choice of a chairman ; 
whereupon, Mr. A. S. Lipscomb, 
a representative from Washington 
County was duly chosen and ac¬ 
cordingly conducted to the chair. 

On motion of Mr. Clay 
Resolved, that the house proceed 
to the appointment of a clerk pro. 
Tern, whereupon I. R. Nicholson 
was appointed. 

On motion of Mr. Moore, 

Resolved, that the house do now 
adjourn until to-morrow ten o'clock, 
A. M. 
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Tuesday, J anuary 20th, 1818. 

The house met pursuant to ad¬ 
journment. 

Mr. Samuel Dale returned as a 
representative from Monroe County, 
appeared, produced his credentials 
and took his seat. 

Mr. Phillips Fitspatrick returned 
as a representative from Montgome¬ 
ry County, appeared, produced his 
credentials and took his seat. 

On motion of Mr. Clay, 

Resolved, that the house do now 
proceed to elect a speaker, where¬ 
upon Messrs. Clay and Smith were 
appointed tellers to conduct and re¬ 
port said election, the house then 
proceeded to elect a Speaker, and 
upon counting the ballots the said 
tellers reported that Mr. Gabriel 
Moore, a representative from Mad¬ 
ison county was duly elected Speak¬ 
er ; whereupon he was conducted 
to the chair, from whence he made 
his acknowledgments to the house. 
On motion of Mr. McVay, 

Resolved, that the House proceed 
to elect a clerk, and that the same 
members who acted as tellers at the 
election of a Speaker, be also ap- 
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pointed to act as tellers on the bal¬ 
loting for a clerk ; the house then 
proceeded to the election of a clerk, 
and upon counting the ballots, the 
said tellers reported that Isaac R. 
Nicholson, was duly elected clerk, 
to whom the oath of office was ad¬ 
ministered by Mr. Speaker: where¬ 
upon he took his seat, and entered 
upon the duties of his office. 

On motion of Mr. M'Vay, 

Resolved, that the House now 
proceed to the election of a door¬ 
keeper ; and that Messrs. Walker 
and Lipscomb, be appointed tellers 
to conduct and report said election, 
and upon counting the ballots it ap¬ 
peared that Matthew Lafoy was du¬ 
ly elected door-keeper, who accord¬ 
ingly entered on the duties of his 
office. 

On motion of Mr. Lipscomb, 
Resolved, that this House, with 
the concurrence of the Legislative 
Council, will at the hour of 12 o'¬ 
clock meridian, in the Representa¬ 
tive Chamber, proceed to the elec¬ 
tion of Seargeant at arms— 

Message from the Council by Mr. 
Hooks, their Secretary: 
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Mr. Speaker, 

I am influenced to inform the house 
of Representatives, that the Legis¬ 
lative council will meet them in their 
chamber at the hour of 12 o'clock 
meridian, for the purpose of pro¬ 
ceeding to the election of Sergeant 
at Arms and he then withdrew. 
The Legislative Council having 
arrived and taken the seats assigned 
them, the two houses proceeded to 
ballot for said officer; and upon 
counting out the votes, it appeared 
that Samuel Smith, was duly elect¬ 
ed, who entered on the duties of 
his office accordingly. 

On motion of Mr. Walker, 

Resolved, that a committee of five 
members be appointed to prepare 
rules of order and decorum for the 
government of this house; where¬ 
upon Messrs. Walker, Smith, Clay, 
Lipscomb & Dale, were appointed. 
On motion of Mr. M'Vay. 

Resolved, that until the aforesaid 
committee report, the rules which 
governed the house of Representa¬ 
tives of the Mississippi Territory at 
their last session, be adopted as the 
rules of order and decorum in de- 
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bate, so far as they comport with the 
change of things, and the actual 
conditions of the house. 

On motion of Mr. McVay, 

Resolved, that the clerk of this 
house do inform the council, that 
they have formed a Quorum; elect¬ 
ed the Honorable Gabriel Moore, 
from the county of Madison, their 
Speaker, Isaac R. Nicholson, Esq. 
their clerk, Matthew Lafoy, their 
door keeper and Samuel Smith, 
their Sergeant at Arms, and are now 
ready to proceed to business. 

A message from the Council by 
Mr. Hooks their Secretary : 

"Mr. Speaker, 

I am authorised to inform you 
that the Council is now in Session, 
have appointed Curtis Hooks Secre¬ 
tary, John Pearson door-keeper, & 
are now ready to proceed to busi¬ 
ness." 

On motion of Mr. Walker, 

Resolved, that a committee of 
two members be appointed, to wait 
upon his excellency the Governor 
of the Territory, and inform him 
that a Quorum of the Legislative 
Council and House of Representa- 
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tives have met, and are ready to re¬ 
ceive any communications he may 
be pleased to make, and messrs. Wal¬ 
ker and Lipscomb were accordingly 
appointed. 

Mr. Walker, from the committee 
appointed to wait on his Excellency 
the Governor, and inform him that 
a quorum of the Legislative Council 
and House of Representatives are 
convened and ready to receive any 
communications he may be pleased 
to make them; reported, that they 
had performed that service, and re¬ 
ceived for answer that he would 
make his communication to both 
houses in the Representative Cham¬ 
ber, at one o'clock instant. 

A message from the Council by 
Mr. Hooks, their Secretary: 

"Mr Speaker, 

I am directed to inform the House 
of Representatives that the Council 
will meet the Representatives in 
their chamber, at one o'clock inst. 
to receive his Excellency's the Gov¬ 
ernors Message:" and then he with¬ 
drew. 

A message from his Excellency 
the Governor by Joseph Noble, 
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Esq. his private Secretary, who de¬ 
livered to Mr. Speaker, a written 
Communication, addressed to both 
Houses, and then he withdrew. 

The message was then read as fol¬ 
lows: 

Gentlemen of the Legislative Coun¬ 
cil, and of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives: 

I beg leave to tender to you my 
congratulations on the first meeting 
of the General Assembly of the A- 
labama Territory. 

The circumstances of our coun¬ 
try under which you have convened, 
present a most gratifying spectacle, 
and claim our most devout gratitude. 
While the habitation of man in ma¬ 
ny portions of the Earth, is the re¬ 
sidence of poverty, oppression and 
wretchedness, the people of our 
highly favored nation, are in the 
tranquil enjoyment of every bless¬ 
ing. The rights of persons and of 
property are carefully protected; 
and alike open to all, is the road to 
wealth and fame, and public honors. 
At peace (except with a part of our 
Indian neighbors) and prosperous 
beyond example, we may review 
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with pride the scenes of war which 
are past, and indulge the most plea¬ 
sing anticipations of the future; 

The high destiny of the Territory 
for which you are called to Legis¬ 
late, we can not fail to contemplate 
with peculiar satisfaction. Ample 
in extent, abounding in navigable 
waters, and rich in the advantages 
of foil and climate, the period can¬ 
not be distant, when the haunts of 
the savage will become the dwelling 
place of civilized man, and the for¬ 
ests of the wilderness be converted 
into fruitful fields. 

I am pursuaded, gentlemen, that 
in the discharge of your duties, you 
will find the strongest incentives to 
cultivate harmony among your¬ 
selves and to afford to the country 
thus distinguished by the bounty of 
Providence, all the benefits of which 
it is susceptible. You will not be 
unmindful that the diffusion of 
knowledge and correct habits a- 
mong the people, and wholesome 
laws impartially and rigidly execut¬ 
ed, are essential to our happiness 
and prosperity. To promote these 
objects it is important- ist. That 
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schools and the means of education 
should be provided and encouraged 
to the extent of your powers ; and 
2d That regarding a proper econo¬ 
my with due reference to the obvi¬ 
ous depreciation on the exchangea¬ 
ble value of money, sufficient com¬ 
pensation should be allowed to those 
who may devote their time and ta¬ 
lents to the public, to ensure the 
services of competent men. Parsi¬ 
mony in that respect, is not econo¬ 
my : nor is it calculated to place 
your offices equally within the reach 
of the rich and the poor. Worth 
and capacity are not exclusively 
confined to those who can submit to 
pecuniary sacrifices for public hon¬ 
ors. They are to be found in e- 
very class of society, and it is the 
course of wisdom that such provi¬ 
sion should be made, as will render 
the public service acceptable to the 
meritorious in every situation of 
life. 

Permit me to recommend to the 
attention of the Legislature the sub¬ 
ject of roads, ferries and bridges. 

The strength of a county consists 
in its population ; & it is peculiar- 
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ly the interest of this Territory to in¬ 
vite emigration hither, by furnishing 
every possible facility of communi¬ 
cation. I am aware however that 
under existing circumstances, the 
object cannot be wholly attained 
without the interposition of the go¬ 
vernment of the United States. 

Your attention will doubtless be 
directed at an early period of your 
session, to the act of Congress esta¬ 
blishing the Alabama Territory. It 
is with you to make the necessary 
provisions respecting the seat and 
accommodation of the Government. 
To you also belongs the power of 
electing a Delegate to Congress , and 
of nominating six persons to the 
President of the United States, three 
of whom are to be selected by him 
for members of the Legislative 
Council. I have moreover, to ap¬ 
prise you that Robert Beatty, Esq. 
has resigned his seat in that body. 

It will not escape your observa¬ 
tion , that some provision in regard 
to representation in the House of 
Representatives, together with a 
suitable modification of the laws, 
and re-organization of the offices 
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within your control, are rendered 
indispensable. And 1 apprehend 
you may also deem it advisable, to 
change the boundaries of some of 
the existing counties by creating 
new counties or otherwise. Under 
that impression, I have abstained 
from filling appointments within 
the scope of my authority, for the 
purpose of awaiting the result of 
your deliberations. Unacquainted 
indeed, with the present civil and 
military arrangements, and without 
the means of ascertaining who are 
in office, except by application to 
the former executive, delay in that 
respect has been unavoidable. 

On the 21st of December last I 
received a communication from 
Maj. General Gaines, requesting 
that two companies of militia might 
be attached for the defence of a part 
of our southern frontier. A detach¬ 
ment has been ordered accordingly 
to Fort Crawford, for two months 
service, and now constitute a part of 
the General's command. 

It has been represented to me that 
the Convention of Mississippi have 
forwarded a petition to Congress, 
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soliciting an enlargement of that 
State, by limiting the boundary of 
this Territory to the Tombeckbe ri¬ 
ver. I consider the decision of that 
quesiton highly important to the 
people whose interests are committed 
to our care. The present line of 
partition has been deliberately fixed 
by the competent authorities 
and voluntarily accepted by the in¬ 
habitants of the State. They have 
exercised the exclusive privilege of 
framing a Government for them¬ 
selves; a privilege, which I trust 
will not be denied to our fellow citi¬ 
zens. Nor do I perceive any just 
grounds for the proposed change, or 
any advantages that can result from 
it. The improvement of the navi¬ 
gation of our Rivers is a subject of 
the highest interest; and when e- 
qually the business of separate states, 
it is always difficult, if not impracti¬ 
cable, to obtain the necessary con¬ 
cert for effecting the object. 

I would further submit to your 
consideration the propriety of adopt¬ 
ing measures during your present 
session, for ascertaining previously to 
the next meeting of the General As- 
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sembly, the number of inhabitants 
within our limits. 

My acquaintance with the affairs 
of the Territory, necessarily imper¬ 
fect as it is, does not enable me to 
detail particular defects in the law; 
or to specify the appropriate reme¬ 
dies. Such as occur to me will con¬ 
stitute the subject of a future mes¬ 
sage. I have however, the satisfac¬ 
tion to know, that the Legislative 
concerns are in the hands of those 
whose intelligence and patriotism 
furnish a sure guarantee for a judi¬ 
cious and faithful performance of 
their duties. And I beg you to be 
assured that every aid which it may 
be in my power to contribute, will 
be cheerfully rendered.

Lips¬ 
comb, Fitspatrick, Clay, Smith and 
Slade, were appointed. 
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On motion of Mr. Walker, 

Resolved, that the House will on 
to-morrow resolve itself into a com¬ 
mittee of the whole, on the message 
of the Governor. 

On motion of Mr. Clay, 

Resolved, that this House do now 
adjourn until to-morrow, 10 o'clock 
A. M. 

Wednesday, j anuary 21, 1818. 

The House met pursuant to ad¬ 
journment. 

Mr. Lipscomb, from the commit¬ 
tee appointed for the purpose of 
contracting for a house, furniture 
and fuel for the use of the Legisla¬ 
ture of the Alabama Territory dur¬ 
ing its present session ; made the fol¬ 
lowing report, viz : That your ocm- 
mittee having carefully examined 
the several houses, proposed for 
your accommodation and after due 
deliberation are of opinion, that but 
one house, is calculated for that 
purpose to wit: the two rooms in 
Douglas' Hotel, wherein the Legis¬ 
lative Council and House of Repre¬ 
sentatives now hold their sessions, 
and have therefore contracted with 
messrs. Dennison, Darling and Silas 
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Dinsmoor, a committee on the part 
of the trustees of the town of St. 
Stephens, for the rooms above men¬ 
tioned and necessary furniture and 
fuel at the rate of eight dollars per 
diem. 

On motion of Mr. Clay, 

The said report was received and 
agreed to. 

On motion of Mr. Walker 
The house resolved itself into a 
committee of the whole to take 
into consideration the Governor's 
message, and after some time spent 
therein, Mr. Speaker resumed the 
chair, and Mr. Lipscomb reported 
that the committee of the whole 
had had under their consideration, 
the various subjects referred to in 
said message, and had gone through 
the same. Whereupon, on motion 
of Mc'Vay ; the several resolutions 
adopted by the committee were 
read and agreed to by the house. 

Mr. Lipscomb, moved that the 
House resolve itself into a com¬ 
mittee of the whole, on the resolu¬ 
tion embracing the subject of a 
Delegate to Congress. 

Whereupon Mr. Walker moved 
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a postponement of the subject un¬ 
fit to-morrow, and, the question 
being taken thereon, and the house 
being equally divided, Mr. Speak¬ 
er voted in the affirmative. 

Mr. Smith, moved the follow¬ 
ing resolution ; Resolved that a 
committee be appointed to enquire 
if any, and if any, what alterations 
are necessary to be made in the 
law allowing compensation to the 
public Printer, with powers to re¬ 
ceive proposals from any applicant 
for that appointment, with leave to 
report by bill or otherwise. 

Mr. Walker then moved to strike 
out the following clause "with 
power to receive proposals from a- 
ny applicant for that appointment, 
with leave to report by bill or oth¬ 
erwise," and insert in lieu thereof 
the following clause, "in the in¬ 
structions to report at the meeting 
of the House to-morrow." And 
upon the question being taken, it 
was resolved in the affirmative, and 
Messrs. Smith, Mc'Vay, Robishow, 
McGrew and Everitt were appoin¬ 
ted accordingly. 

On motion of Mr. Walker, 
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Resolved, that the house do now 
adjourn until to morrow morning 
ten o'clock A. M. 

Thursday, January 22, 1818. 

The house met pursuant to ad¬ 
journment. 

Mr. Walker from the commit¬ 
tee appointed to prepare and re¬ 
port rules of order, and decorum 
and debate for the government of 
this house ; made report thereon, 
which, on motion of Mr. Lipscomb 
was received and agreed to. 

On motion of Mr. Clay 
Ordered that fifty copies of the 
said rules be printed for the use of 
the members of the Legislative 
Council and House of Representa¬ 
tives. 

Mr. Clay presented the petition 
of Robert R. Allsup administrator, 
and guardian of the heir of j ames 
Allsup dec. and Phebe Allsup wife 
of said J ames Allsup dec. praying 
an act to pass to authorise them to 
sell and convey a certain tract of 
land therein mentioned, which was 
read ; and on motion of Mr. Clay 
referred to the committee of prop¬ 
ositions and grievances. 
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Mr. Clay presented the petition 
of Robert L. Walton, and Thomas 
Land J unr. administrators of Wil¬ 
liam Gillam dec. praying that an 
act may be passed to authorise them 
to sell and convey certain lands 
therein mentioned, which was also 
read and referred to the commit¬ 
tee of propositions and grievances. 
On motion of Mr. Clay, 

Resolved that the following stan¬ 
ding committees be appointed, viz: 

A committee of elections, 

A committee of ways and means, 

A committee of claims, 

A committee of revisal and un¬ 
finished business. 

A committee of accounts, 

A committee of propositions and 
grievances and 
A committee of enrolled bills 
And they were accordingly ap¬ 
pointed in manner following viz: 

Of Elections- Messrs M'Grew, 
Lipscomb, Slade. 

Of Ways and Means- Messrs. 

Smith, Everitt, Walker 
Of Propositions and Grievances. 

— Messrs Clay, Robishow, Dale. 
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Of Claims- Messrs Lipscomb, 
Fitzpatrick, M'Grew. 

Of Accounts- Messrs M'Vay, 

Smith, Slade. 

Of Revisal and Unfinished Busi¬ 
ness- Messrs Everitt, Fitzpatrick, 
Dale. 

Of Enroled Bills- Messrs Wal¬ 
ker, Lipscomb, Clay. 

Mr. Lipscomb gave notice that 
on Monday next, he should ask for 
leave to bring in a bill to amend 
an act "Entitled an act against U- 
sury passed on the 1st of March 
1805." 

Mr Clay gave notice that on 
Monday next, he should ask leave 
to introduce a bill for the better 
regulation of Judicial proceedings. 

On motion of Mr. Walker, 

Resolved, that a committee of 
three members be appointed to su¬ 
perintend the printing ane examine 
the proof sheet of the standing rules 
for conducting the business of the 
Flouse of representatives ordered 
to be printed : Whereupon Messrs. 
Walker, Clay and Lipscomb, were 
appointed. 

The order of the day on the res- 
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olution embracing so much of the 
Governors message as relates to 
the election of a delegate to Con¬ 
gress being called for, and the 
question put "will the house now 
resolve itself into the committee of 
the whole?" it was resolved in the 
negative. 

On motion of Mr. Lipscomb, 
Resolved, that the order of the 
day on said subject, be postponed 
until Monday next. 

On motion of Mr. Fitzpatrick, 
Resolved, that the house do now 
adjourn until to-morrow ten o'clock 
A. M. 

Friday, January 23d. 1818. 

The House met pursuant to ad¬ 
journment. 

Mr. Lipscomb presented a letter 
from the Clerk of this House ten¬ 
dering his resignation of that office. 
On motion of Mr. Me Vay, Re¬ 
solved that eh House now proceed 
to the election of a clerk to fill the 
Vacancy of I. R. Nicholson resign¬ 
ed , and that Messrs. Clay and Ev- 
eritt be appointed tellers to conduct 
& report on said election, who were 
appointed accordingly. Mr. Clay, 
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the committee appointed to con¬ 
duct and report on the election for 
Clerk ; reported that Daniel Cole 
man was duly elected ; whereupon 
the oath of office being administer¬ 
ed by Mr. Speaker, be entered up¬ 
on the duties thereof. 

Ordered that the clerk inform 
the Legislative Council of said e- 
lection. 

Mr. Clay presented the petition 
of Elizabeth Bennet, praying a di¬ 
vorce from her husband J ames Ben- 
net, which, on motion of Mr. Clay, 
was referred to a select committee 
of three, and a committee was ap¬ 
pointed of Messrs. Clay , Me Vay 
and Walker. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick presented the 
petition of sundry inhabitants of 
Roups Valley praying to be annex¬ 
ed to Shelby county, which on mo¬ 
tion of Mr. Fitzpatrick was refer¬ 
red to the committee appointed to 
take into consideration so much of 
the Governors message as relates 
to the establishment of new coun¬ 
ties &c. 

Mr. Clay presented the petition 
of sundry inhabitants of Montgom-

ery county on the subject of the di¬ 
vision of the county , which on mo¬ 
tion of Mr. Ciay was referred to 
the same committee. 

Mr. Smith, from the committee 
appointed to enquire if any, and if 
any , what aiterations were necessa¬ 
ry to be made in the iaw aiiowing 
compensation to the pubiic Printer 
reported a biii to be entitied an act 
concerning the pubiic printing 
which was read the first time, and 
on motion read the second time 
forthwith, and on motion of Mr. 

Ciay made the order of the day for 
the committee of the whoie house 
on to morrow. 

Mr. Waiker gave notice that on 
to-morrow he wouid ask for ieave 
to bring in a biii to aiter and amend 
an act entitied an act to estabiish a 
bank at Huntsviiie. 

On motion of Mr. Ciay ordered 
that Messrs. Lipscomb and Robi- 
show be added to the committee ap¬ 
pointed to take into consideration 
so much of the Governors message 
as reiates to the estabiishment of 
new counties S(C. 

On motion of Mr. Waiker, resoi- 
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ved that Mr. Robishow be added to 
the committee appointed to take 
into consideration so much of the 
Governors message as relates to 
the memorial of the Mississippi con¬ 
vention. 

Mr. Clay , gave notice, that he 
would, on Monday next, ask for 
leave to bring in a bill to amend the 
laws now in force respecting public 
roads and for other purposes, and 
also a bill to abolish the right of 
survivorship in all cases. 

On motion of Mr. Smith, the 
House adjourned until to-morrow 
10 o'clock A.M. 

Saturday, j anuary 24, 1818. 

The House met pursuant to ad¬ 
journment. 

Mr. Walker presented a petition 
from Thomas J ohnson, of Madison 
county, praying the remission of a 
fine. 

Which, on motion of mr. Walker, 
was referred to a select committee. 
And a committee were appointed 
of messrs Walker, M'Vay and Ev- 
eritt. 

Mr. Speaker presented a bill from 
Mr. David Campbell, praying that 
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some further regulation be made 
concerning fire hunting and to pre¬ 
vent the driving stock into the 
country, which 
On motion of Mr. Clay, 

Ordered that the same lie on the 
table. 

Mr. Clay from the committee to 
whom was referred the petition of 
Elisabeth Bennett, praying a di¬ 
vorce, reported a bill which was 
read the first time, and 
On motion, ordered to be read the 
second time forthwith, and 
On motion of Mr. Clay, 

Ordered to be engrossed and 
made the order of the day for its 
third reading on Monday next. 

On motion of Mr. Clay, 

Ordered that Mr. Everitt have 
leave of absence from this house 
until Monday next. 

Mr. Walker agreeable to notice 
given yesterday asked for, and ob¬ 
tained leave to introduce a bill to 
be entitled an act to alter and a 
mend an act entitled an act to es¬ 
tablish a Bank at Huntsville, which 
was read the first time, and 
On motion of Mr. Walker, 
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Ordered that the same be made 
the order of the day for its second 
reading on Monday next.

According to may view of the sub¬ 
ject, the powerful influence which is 
thus given to the Directors at Hunts¬ 
ville over the concerns of the pla¬ 
ces where offices may be established 
is worthy of consideration ; and for 
the vesting which I do not perceive 
at present any adequate motive.

controui, for the proposed extension 
of powers and advantages, Hunts- 
viiie moreover, aithough a fiourish- 
ing town, is situates severai hundred 
miies from any sea port, and is not 
iikeiy to become the principai seat 
of commerce, i n that respect there¬ 
fore it has no pecuiiar ciaim to the 
distribution and direction of banking 
estabiishments throughout the terri¬ 
tory. Shouid, however, bank capitai 
be wanted at any of our commerciai 
towns, and a branch of the Hunts- 
viiie bank be deemed more condu¬ 
cive to the pubiic interest than a 
separate institution, appropriate pro¬ 
visions might be adopted which 
wouid present the subject in a differ¬ 
ent aspect.
